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To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  of  the  City  and  County  Borough  of  Carlisle. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1930.  The 
Report  lias  been  drawn  up  as  far  as  practicable  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  Circular  1,119  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  dated  18th  June,  1930,  and  contains  information 
on  certain  matters  in  more  detail  than  has  been  given  in 
the  reports  for  the  last  four  years. 

The  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1930,  was 
undoubtedly  the  most  important  event  in  the  recent  history 
of  the  Public  Health  Service,  and  the  medical  provisions 
of  the  measure  have  required  careful  study  with  a view 
to  discovering  the  most  effective  method  of  reorganising 
and  co-ordinating  the  health  services  of  the  area.  It  is 
necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  “ the  break  up  of  the  Poor 
Law  ” must  be  a lengthy  process,  and  that  short-sighted 
measures  and  hurried  action  may  lead  to  confusion  and 
actually  retard  the  unification  of  the  Health  Services 
which  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Act  to  bring  about.  On 
the  appointed  day  the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
were  transferred  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  and 
in  this  connection  a passage  from  a recent  report  of  Sir 
George  Newman  may  be  quoted.  It  is  as  follows : 
“ Important  though  it  may  be  to  secure  continuity  and  to 
avoid  any  breakdown  in  the  arrangements  hitherto  made 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  the  Local  Government  Act  will 
fail  in  its  purpose  if  its  operation  is  limited  to  the  transfer 
of  Poor  Law  powers  ‘ eru  bloc  ’ to  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittees.” The  present  arrangements  with  regard  to  the 
transferred  powers  must  therefore  be  regarded  as 
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provisional,  ami  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to 
have  regard  to  the  desirability  of  securing-  that,  as  soon 
as  circumstances  permit,  any  assistance  which  can  lawfully 
he  provided  otherwise  than  by  way  of  Poor  Law  relief 
shall  be  provided  exclusively  by  virtue  of  the  several  Acts 
specified.  In  accordance  with  Section  2 ( a ) of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  the  duties  under  Part  I of  the 
Children  Act,  1908,  in'  connection  with  the  boarding-  out 
of  children  up  to  the  age  of  7 years  were  transferred  to 
the  AT.  and  C.  W.  Committee,  and  the  Council’s  Health 
Visitors  were  appointed  Infant  Protection  Visitors,  with 
the  ALO.H.  as  the  person  to  whom  notices  of  taking 
children  for  reward  must  be  sent. 

The  City  Council  has  taken  over  the  responsibility 
of  the  Fuseli  ill  Institution  and  Hospital,  and  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  County  Council  of  Cumberland 
whereby  the  County  has  the  right  of  user  in  respect  of  all 
the  facilities  which  these  institutions  offer.  The 
administration  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee,  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Medical 
Adviser.  At  the  moment  “ appropriation  ” is  not  a matter 
that  has  been  seriously  considered,  as  among  other  tilings 
the  hospital  buildings  are  old  and  badly  designed  from  an 
administrative  point  of  view.  The  Hospital,  moreover, 
is  too  small  a unit  to  admit  of  economic  administration, 
and  as  the  voluntary  hospital  also  suffers  slightly  m this 
respect,  but  has  the  advantage  of  being  for  the  most 
part  modern  and  well  equipped  as  regards  special 
departments,  it  would  appear  to  be  desirable  to  centralise 
at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  and  to  increase  the 
accommodation  there  to  such  an  extent  as  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  whole  needs  of  the  area. 

The  average  annual  number  of  parturient  mothers 
admitted  to  Fuseli  ill  Hospital  for  confinement  during  the 
past  five  years  was  less  than  20,  and,  as  there  is 
accommodation  available  in  the  Corporation  Maternity 
Home  at  George  Street,  cases  which  are  suitable  foi 
admission  are  now  received  at  the  latter  institution  undei 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme.  The  concenha- 
tion  of  the  maternity  work,  including  cases  sent  In  the 
County  Council  of  Cumberland  should,  by  increasing  the 
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average  number  of  occupied  beds  in  the  George  Street 
Hospital,  effect  a considerable  economy  there,  and  the  old 
Maternity  Ward  at  Fusehill  can  be  utilised  for  such  cases 
as  are  not  suitable  for  admission  to  George  Street. 

Accommodation  is  available  at  Fusehill  in  the 
pavilions  for  the  treatment  of  advanced  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  and  an  arrangement  has  been  come  to 
whereby  the  Health  Committee  has  acquired  the  right  of 
user  of  the  pavilions  in  connection  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Scheme,  and  under  the  clinical  charge  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  The  accommodation  is  not  entirely  satisfactory 
but  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  with 
certain  restrictions,  fora  limited  period,  and  will  continue 
to  serve  its  purpose  until  such  time  as  the  Council  decides 
om  its  line  of  action  with  regard  to  the  general  qiiestion 
of  hospital  facilities.  In  accordance  with  Section  1.3  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  consultations  have 
already  taken  place  between  representatives  of  the 
Council  and  the  Voluntary  Hospital,  and  the  matter 
stands  referred  to  a joint  conference  of  the  City  and 
County  Authorities  and  the  Committee  of  the  Voluntary 
Hospital.  In  the  reorganisation  of  the  Health  Services 
of  the  City,  the  future  of  Fusehill  Hospital  will  require 
careful  consideration,  always  bearing  in  mind  the 
desirability,  or  rather  the  necessity,  of  removing  the  Poor 
Law  taint.  Association  with  the  Voluntary  Hospital,  and 
particularly  with  the  honorary  staff  of  that  institution, 
would  do  much  to  achieve  this  result,  and  Fusehill  might 
be  used  as  an  annexe  to  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
particularly  as  regards  the  less  acute  cases,  in  addition  to 
serving  its  present  purpose  as  a hospital  for  the  chronic 
sick  of  the  Poor  Law  type.  Eventually  the  question  of 
reconstruction  may  have  to  be  considered,  and  as  this 
would  be  an  expensive  procedure  the  possibility  of  using 
the  site  or  part  of  it  for  other  purposes  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of.  The  transferred  services,  with  the  exceptions 
already  mentioned,  will  continue  to  be  administered 
through  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  until  such  time 
as  re-allocation  of  duties  and  the  transfer  of  powers  to  the 
Health  or  other  appropriate  Com  mi  (tee  of  the  Council  can 
be  taken  in  hand  in  a practical  manner.  The  question 
of  the  care  of  infants  and  children  is  one  that  merits 
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attention,  as  it  is  desirable  to  dissociate  them  as  early  as 
possible  from  the  Poor  Law  stigma,  and  provide  for  them 
under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act  or  the 
Education  Act.  Boarding  Out,  Adoption,  Nursery  Homes, 
&e.,  are  therefore  matters  requiring  the  earnest  con- 
sideration of  the. Council. 

1 he  Housing  Act,  1930,  has  necessitated  special 
attention  to  housing  defects  in  the  City  and  the  com- 
pilation of  accurate  records  regarding  the  housing 
position  generally.  Investigation  in  this  connection  has 
shown  that  the  conditions  obtaining  in  Carlisle  compare 
favourably  with  those  in  other  areas  of  a similar 
character.  As  a result  of  the  activities  of  the  Authority 
in  past  years  it  may  be  said  that  there:  are  no  areas  of  any 
extent  in  the  City  calling  for  drastic  measures,  and  it 
would  appear  that  the  most  desirable  method  of  procedure 
will  be  that  of  dealing  with  individual  unfit  houses.  There 
are,  however,  in  Union  Street,  Milbourne  Street  and  St.- 
Nicholas  a fairly  large  number  of'  small  tenement  houses 
which,  although  fairly  satisfactory  structurally,  arc  of  an 
obsolete  type,  in  that  they  lack  necessary  sanitary  con- 
veniences, fittings,  &c.,  while  the  interiors  are  in  varying 
stages  of  dilapidation.  An  experiment  with  this  type 
of  property  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Carlisle  Housing 
Improvement  Association,  whereby  four  two-roomed 
tenement  houses  have  been  converted  into  two  convenient 
flats.  If  this  policy  could  be  continued  in  these  and 
similar  areas  a very  desirable  improvement,  resulting  in 
the  reduction  of  the  density  and  overcrowding  by  50  per 
cent.,  would  follow.  It  must  be  admitted  that  where  the 
standard  of  housing  is  low,  this  type  of  property  might  be 
considered  relatively  satisfactory,  but  the  houses  lack 
domestic  offices  and  appliances,  such  as  food  cupboards, 
inside  water  supply,  adequate  washhouses  and  water 
closets,  and  are  much  below  the  present  housing  standard, 
and  also  inferior  to  the  general  standard  in  the  City. 
After  consideration  of  the  report  on  housing  conditions 
presented  to  the  Health  Committee  in  December,  1930, 
and  which  embraced  over  600  houses,  it  was  decided  to 
include  in  the  five,  years’  programme  the  provision  of  400 
houses  of  the  slum  replacement  type>  to  re-house  displaced 
families,  and  to  spread  the  corresponding  representations 
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of  the  individual  unfit  houses  uniformly,  over  the  whole 
period  to  coincide  as  nearly  as  possible  with  the  Housing- 
Committee’s  programme.  The  policy  to  he  adopted  in 
respect  of  the  remaining-  houses,  approximately  200,  in 
the  areas  specially  mentioned  will  require  further 
consideration,  and  they  can  he  dealt  with  as  circumstances 
allow  either  during-  the  period  under  review  or  in  the  next 
programme. 

No  special  comment  is  necessary  on  the  report  in 
general,  hut  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  recorded.  The  experience 
in  respect  of  Maternal  Mortality  was  unfortunately  not 
satisfactory,  and  whilst  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  are  fully  alive  to  their  duties  and  are 
exercising  their  powers  in  this  connection  it  is  evident 
that  special  attention  will  have  to  he  given  to  this 
problem.  The  City  was  fortunately  free  from  serious 
epidemics  of  infectious  diseases. 

In  presenting  my  first  report  on  the  health  of  the  City 
I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  encouragement 
and  consideration  received  from  the  Health  Committee 
and  the  other  members  of  the  Council,  and  to  acknowledge 
my  indebtedness  to  the  various  members  of  the  Public 
Health  staff  for  the  loyal  support  accorded  me  during  a 
rather  trying  year.

The  area  is  one  which  has  a variety  of  industries,  the 
chief  sources  of  which  are  the  London  Midland  & Scottish 
and  the  London  and  North  Eastern  Railway  groups, 
which  have  their  termini  in  the  City.  There  are  also 
engineering,  printing,  and  lithographic  works;  textile, 
dyeing,  and  bleaching  works ; carpet  factories,  breweries, 
tanneries,  felt  hat  works,  biscuit  and  confectionery 
factories,  and  smaller  miscellaneous  trades.  An  exten- 
sive trade  is  also  carried  on  in  cattle  and  timber.  There 
is  a good  deal  of  female  labour  employed  in  textile 
factories,  and  also  in  connection  with  lithographic, 
biscuit,  carpet,  sweet,  and  several  other  industries. 

Population. 

The  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year,  1929, 
supplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  was  56,380.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  in  computing  his  estimate  of  the  popula- 
tion at  mid-year,  1930,  he  intends  to  take  into  account 
the  populations  as  ascertained  by  the  1931  Census,  and 
that  this  estimate  will  therefore  not  be  available  before 
the  end  of  JMne,  the  1929  figure  (56,380)  has  been  used 
in  making  the  various  calculations  in  this  report.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  803,  as 
compared  with  852  in  1929.  32  deaths  occurred  of 

persons  belonging  to  the  City  in  Institutions  and  other 
places  away  from  Carlisle,  while  the  deaths  of  127  persons 
not  belonging  to  the  City  occurred  in  public  institutions 
and  other  places  within  the  City.  Excluding-  the  latter 
figure,  and  adding-  the  deaths  of  Carlisle  residents  which 
occurred  in  other  districts,  a nett  figure  of  708  remains, 
which  is  equal  to  a nett  death-rate  of  12.5  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  at  all  ages,  ag-ainst  13.4  per 
1,000  in  1929. 
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The  corrected  death-rate  for  the  City,  which  is 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  above  nett  death-rate  of 
12.o  per  1,000  by  the  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  viz.,  .047,  is  11.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  living  at  all  ages. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
during  1930  was  11.4  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  the  107 
gieat  tow  ns,  to  which  classification  Carlisle  belongs,  was 
11.5  per  1,000,  and  for  the  159  smaller  towns  of  England 
and  Wales,  10.5  per  1,000.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES, 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Carlisle  District  Nursing'  Association  has  a 
Matron  and  8 nurses.  Five  Queen’s  Nurses,  3 of  whom 
have  the  Central  Midwives  Board  Certificate,  undertake 
general  district  nursing  and  septic  maternity  cases  re- 
ferred to  them.  Three  other  nurses,  who  have  the 
Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  have  had 
maternity  experience,  undertake  midwifery  and  maternity 
work  only.  The  Corporation  retain  the  services  of  the 
Association’s  nurses  for  cases  of  puerperal  fever, 
puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  measles, 
whooping  cough,  and  epidemic  diarrhoea,  and  pay  to  the 
Association  a fee  of  £20  per  annum,  plus  one  shilling 
per  visit  per  case.

Midwives. 

The  Corporation  do  not  employ  midwives  except  at 
the  Maternity  Hospital,  and  do  not  pay  any  subsidy  in 
respect  of  any  midwife  practising  in  the  district. 

There  were  24  midwives  in  practice  in  the  area  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Poor  Law  Medical  Out-Relief. 

The  administration  of  Medical  Out-relief  included 
in  the  functions  transferred  to  the  Council  on  the  1st 
April,  1930,  is  controlled  by  the  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittee. Dr.  Lamberton  is  the  District  Medical  Officer, 
and  there  are  two  Relieving  Officers  each  in  charge  of 
a district  of  approximately  equal  size  and  population. 
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Prior  to  the  transfer  of  this  service  the  districts  of  the 
old  Carlisle  Union  comprised  15  parishes  in  addition  to 
the  City,  and  these  parishes  ( population  approximately 
11,750),  situate  in  the  area  of  the  Carlisle  Rural  Dis- 
trict Council,  are  now  being-  administered  by  the 
Cumberland  County  Council.

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Carlisle  Council  of  Social  Service. 

The  Corporation  pay  to  tlie  Carlisle  Council  of  Social 
Service  an  annual  grant  of  <£60  to  tlie  General  Fund,  and 
an  additional  annual  grant  of  £40  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  Fund. 

Through  this  agency  children  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority  are  enabled  to 
he  sent  to  the  Silloth  Convalescent  Institution  during 
the  summer.  Tuberculous  patients  in  necessitous  cases, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  are 
provided  with  clothing,  &c.  Cripple  children  referred 
by  the  Medical  Officers  and  Nurses  of  the  Local  Authority 
are  treated  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

Carlisle  Dispensary. 

The  Corporation  contributes  £20  per  annum  to  the 
funds  of  the  Dispensary,  and  the  Medical  Officer  sees 
any  cases  recommended  by  the  medical  or  nursing  staffs 
of  the  Local  Authority.  5,072  cases  in  all  were  treated 
during  the  year  1930,  the  average  during  5 years  (1926- 
30)  being  4,191. 

North  Cumberland  and  Carlisle  City  Association  for 
Preventive  Work. 

Coledale  Hall,  the  Headquarters  of  this  Association, 
is  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  is  enjoyed  by  the 
Association  free  of  rent  and  rates.  There  is  accommoda- 
tion for  13  females.  The  services  of  the  medical  staff 
of  the  Corporation  are  available  when  required.  Maternity 
cases  from  Coledale  Hall  are  received  into  the  Corporation 
Maternity  Home  on  payment  of  the  usual  fee. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases.  Tbe  Corporation  provide 
and  own  a motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  which  is  operated  by  an 
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officer  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  By  arrange- 
ment, the  ambulance  and  the  officer  who  has  charge  of 
this  work  are  also  available  for  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease  from  any  part  of  the  area 
of  the  Carlisle  Rural  District  Council. 

( b ) For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  A public 
ambulance,  provided  by  the  Corporation,  for  accidents 
and  illness  other  than  infectious  disease,  is  kept  at  the 
Fire  Station,  Spring  Gardens  Lane,  for  which  the

Water. 

In  addition  to  tlie  usual  work  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, large  extensions  have  been  carried  out  to  the 
undertaking  as  a whole.  Due  principally  to  the  increased 
consumption,  the  existing  filter  beds  were  insufficient 
in  capacity  to  efficiently  filter  the  water.  and 
a new  pressure  filtration  plant  has  been  installed  at 
Castle  Carrock  capable  of  dealing  with  1^  million  gallons 
per  day. 

Certain  areas  of  the  City  have  suffered  in  recent  years 
from  lack  of  pressure  due  to  the  trunk  main  feeding  the 
City  being  too  small.  This  is  being  remedied  by  laying  a 
new  main  18  inches  diameter  from  the  Service  Reservoir 
at  Cumwhinton  to  Carlisle,  but  this  work  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted. In  addition,  several  large  trunk  mains  have  been 
laid  within  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  conveying  the 
water  in  a more  direct  manner  to  the  areas  suffering  from 
lack  of  pressure.  This  work  has  been  completed,  but 
will  not  be  in  full  operation  until  the  previously  mentioned 
18  inch  trunk  main  is  completed.

None  of  the  water  from  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area 
of  the  Authority  is  used  for  drinking  purposes,  and  no 
necessity  arose  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in  respect  of 
pollution.  Two  reports  on  the  conditions  of  the  river 
Eden  and  tributaries  from  the  standpoints  of  the  fisheries 
and  the  disposal  of  industrial  and  sanitary  wastes,  based 
upon  a co-operative  programme  agreed  to  by  the  Carlisle 
Corporation,  the  Eden  Fisheries  Board  and  the  Standing 
Committee  on  River  Pollution,  were  presented. 

Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  sewering  of  the  far  end  of 
Brampton  Road  (near  the  City  Boundary)  and  part  of  the 
Rickerby  Estate  has  been  completed. 

In  addition,  schemes  for  the  construction  of  a second 
main  outfall  sewer  to  be  laid  alongside  the  existing  one 
and  for  the  laying  of  a relief  sewer  for  Newtown  district 
have  been  prepared,  and  a start  was  made  upon  the 
construction  of  both  sewers  in  December.

Housing  Conditions. 

(1)  General  Observations. 

The  following-  is  a rough  classification,  together  with 
the  proportions  of  the  various  types,  of'  housing-  within 
the  City  : — 

(1)  Residential  (houses  not  suitable  for  working- 

classes),  2%. 

(2)  Through  houses  (new  semi-detached  and  terrace 

type),  81%. 

(3)  Back-to-back  (1  room  ground  floor  and  1 or  2 rooms 

on  the  first  floor),  13%. 

(4)  Tenement  type  (single  or  2 rooms  on  either  ground 

or  first  floor),  4%. 

Of  the  fourth  class,  ITS  are  single-roomed  dwellings. 

The  general  standard  of  the  first  three  classes  is  high, 
but  the  fourth  class  includes  properties  which  are  80  to 
100  years  old.  The  external  fabric  of  the  latter  is,  in 
many  cases,  still  sound,  and  the  difficulties  may  be  said 
to  arise  out  of  the  bad  arrangement  and  lay-out  as, 
although  many  abut  on  to  wide  thoroughfares,  there  is 
density  and  cong-estion  peculiar  to  the  period.  Many  of 
these  tenement  blocks  are  capable  of  conversion  into 
through  houses  or  flats. 

(2)  Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  over  1,200  persons, 
GOO  of  whom  were  non-householders,  on  the  list  of 
applicants  for  new  Corporation  houses.  These  are  some- 
what remarkable  figures,  having  regard  to  the  rapid  rate 
of  progress  which  the  Corporation  has  made  in  the 
building-  of  new  houses. 

There  are  no  empty  houses  of  the  artisan  class 
belonging  to  private  owners. 
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The  Corporation  have  ample  land  for  building-  sites, 
and  whilst  there  has  been  no  important  change  in  the 
population,  and  none  is  anticipated,  an  extensive  building 
programme  is  being  carried  out. 

(3)  Overcrowd  in//. 

There  is  no  serious  general  overcrowding  in  the  City. 
Cases  are  discovered  in  routine  inspection,  or  otherwise 
reported,  and  the  conditions  are  usually  remedied  either 
directly  or,  in  the  case  of  inability  to  pay  the  rent, 
indirectly.  The  number  of  these  is  not  excessive,  e.fj., 
several  cases  in  1930  were  dealt  with  by  displaced  tenants 
from  condemned  property  waiving  their  claim  to  a new 
house  in  favour  of  an  overcrowded  household. 

(4)  Fitness  of  houses. 

Much  work  has  been  achieved,  without  serious 
difficulty,  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  under 
Section  3 of  the  1925  Act. 

An  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  in  the  City 
which  are  without  internal  water  supply  is  2,407,  or  18% 
of  the  artisan  class.  Of  these  some  16  derive  their 
supplies  from  private,  and  the  remainder  from  common 
supplies.  The  number  of  houses  which  are  without 
separate  water-closet  accommodation  is  approximately 
2,540,  the  tenants  using  conveniences  in  yards  common 
to  several  properties.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk  Supply. 

"With  regard  to  the  milk  supply  of  the  City,  no  out- 
break of  acute  infectious  illness  has  occurred. 

There  is  indication  that  the  provisions  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1920,  are  becoming  more  appreciated 
by  producers  and  others  who  handle  milk.  The 
sterilisation  of  churns,  cans,  and  bottles,  the  grooming  of 
cows,  and  the  cleansing  of  their  udders  prior  to  milking, 
are  being  strictly  carried  out.  The  hands  of  the  milkers 
are  required  to  be  kept  thoroughly  clean  during  the  process 
of  milking.  This  latter  requirement  is  not  always  adhered 
to,  and  the  importance  of  the  practice  has  been  frequently 
brought  to  the  notice  of  milkers. 

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  of 
milk  suggest  that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  and 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  which  are  largely 
educative  in  character,  should  he  properly  understood  and 
practised  by  all  cow  keepers. 

(>  licences  have  been  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923 — 1 to  the  Carlisle  Co-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  and  1 to  the  Nestle  and  Anglo-Swiss 
Condensed  Milk  Co.,  in  respect  of  pasteurising  plant, 
and  4 to  retailers,  2 of  which  were  in  respect  of  Certi- 
fied Milk  and  2 in  respect  of  Grade  A (Tuberculin 
Tested)  Milk. 

15  samples  of  Grade.  A (Tuberculin  I ested)  Milk  and 
12  of  Certified  Milk  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  the 
statutory  bacteriological  tests,  which,  with  the  exception 
of  one  found  to  contain  bacillus  coli,  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Order. 

In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample  the  matter 
was  taken  up  with  the  producer,  who  willingly  co-operated 
in  the  investigation  and  the  taking  of  further  test  samples, 
with  satisfactory  results. 

There  has  been  no  refusal  nor  revocation  of  legisla- 
tion of  a retailer  or  of  a licence  for  graded  milk. 
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The  following  particulars  show  the  bacterial  condition 
of  32  samples  of  milk.

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Meat  and  other  Foods. 

llie  Public  Slaughter-houses,  owned  by  the  Corpora- 
tion and  controlled  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  are 
commodious  and  well  equipped  premises,  and  were  kept- 
very  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  There  are  three 
private  Slaughter-houses  licensed.  In  two  instances  these 
are  on  railway  premises,  L.M.S.  and  L.N.E.,  and  used 
for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  for  the  London  markets,  and  in 
one  instance  for  the  slaughter  of  a small  number  of  pigs 
in  connection  with  a bacon  factory.  With  the  exception 
of  the  latter,  the  whole  of  the  animals  intended  for  con- 
sumption in  the  City  are  dealt  with  at  the  Public 
Slaughter-houses. 

Inspection  of  meat  at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  is 
performed  in  the  first  instance  by  a Superintendent,  who> 
retains  all  unsound,  diseased,  or  suspected  meat  for 
further  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Humane  killers  of  the  Greener  and  Captive  Bolt  types 
are  employed  for  the  slaughter  of  all  animals  except" 
sheep.  In  February  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
attended  a demonstration  of  sheep  killing  by  Captive  Bolt 
at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses,  and  a deputation  visited 
Dumfries  and  Lockerbie  to  witness  a further  demonstra- 
tion in  ^November. 

There  is  a Bye-law  which  prohibits  the  hawking  of 
meat  within  the  City  boundary,  and  meat  stalls  are  not 
permitted,  except  those  provided  in  the  Covered  Market 
owned  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  practice  of  destroying  condemned  meat  and  offals 
at  the  Corporation  Destructor  was  discontinued  in  June, 
an  arrangement  having  been  made  with  a firm  outside  the 
City  for  the  utilisation  of  this  material  on  commercial 
lines. 

Tables  showing  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered, 
particulars  and  weights  of  food  declared  to  be  unfit  for 
consumption,  and  the  classification  of  the  diseases  and 
conditions  will  be  found  on  pages  102  to  101.

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  until 
the  end  of  Tune  by  tbe  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Manchester,  and  the  Clinical  Research  Association, 
London.

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

527  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received 
during  the  year,  82  of'  which  related  to  various  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  and  445  to  other  infectious  diseases. 

22  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  the  seven  principal 
zymotic  diseases,  equal  to  a zymotic  death-rate  of  0.3  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  In  the  previous  year  53  deaths 
were  certified  as  due  to  zymotic  diseases.

Scarlet  Fever. 

174  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  67  in  1929.  There  was  no  evidence  of  any  particular 
local  spread  of  infection. 

142  of  the  patients,  or  81.6  per  cent.,  were  removed 
to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

1 death  of  a resident  was  registered  as  being  due 
to  Scarlet  Fever.

The  eases  admitted  from  the  Rural  District  comprised  20  scarlet 
fever.  6 diphtheria.  1 enteric  fever,  and  1 measles.  Tracheotomy  was 
performed  in  one  case  of  laryngeal  diphtheria,  which  made  a good 
recovery. 

The  only  death  from  diphtheria  occurred  in  a haemorrhagic  type. 

1 case  of  scarlet  fever  developed  measles  after  admission,  but  was 
not  followed  by  further  infection.  2 cases  of  scarlet  fever  developed 
chicken-pox  after  admission  on  different  occasions,  as  a result  of  which 
9 further  cases  in  the  wards  contracted  chicken-pox. 

The  death  among  other  diseases  was  clue  to  tuberculous  meningitis. 

The  death  from  scarlet  fever  complicated  by  septic  pneumonia  was  a 
Rural  District  case. 

Anti-scarlatina  serum  was  only  administered  to  the  few  oases  pre- 
senting severe  throat  symptoms  or  high  temperature. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
received  during-  the  year  was  82,  of  which  74  were  from 
medical  practitioners  and  8 from  the  Authority’s  Medical 
Officers.  1)3  were  in  respect  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  19  of  other  forms  of  the  disease.  18  additional  cases 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  other- 
wise than  by  notification,  making-  a total  of  100  new  cases. 
In  the  previous  year  there  were  94  new  cases,  including-  54 
pulmonary  and  22  non-pulmonary,  so  that  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  was  slightly  higher  as  regards  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  1930.  The  sex  incidence  for  all  new  cases 
is  males  39,  females  43;  divided  as  to  pulmonary — males 
30,  females  33,  and  non -pulmonary — males  9,  females  10; 
this  also  shows  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases- 
among  both  males  and  females. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  city  residents  was  52,  equal 
to  a death-rate  of  0.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  at  all 
ages.  40,  or  76.9  per  cent.,  of  the  deaths  were  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0.7  per 
1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  and  the  death-rate  from  all 
forms  of  tuberculosis  are  both  slightly  higher  than  in 
1929,  while  the  proportion  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
is  rather  less  1.1  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  who  had  not  been  notified,  as  compared  with  21.9 
per  cent,  in  1929  and  14.7  per  cent,  in  1928.  A further 
9.6  per  cent,  died  within  a week  of  notification,  so  that 
in  respect  of  more  than  one  quarter  of  the  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  no  action  could  be  taken  by  the  Authority. 
Only  53.8  per  cent,  survived  for  more  than  one  month, 
and  44.2  per  cent,  for  more  than  three  months  after 
notification,  and  in  view  of  the  chrome  nature  of  the 
majority  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  this  would  appear  to- 
indicate  that  notification  as  carried  out  in  Carlisle  is  far 
from  satisfactory. 

A circular-letter  was  sent  to  all  practitioners  in- the  area 
in  December,  1930,  in  connection  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Regulations  which  came  into  operation  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1931.  Attention  was  then  drawn  to  certain- 
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extracts  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1,107 
emphasising'  the  importance  of  efficient  notification  ami 
the  examination  of  patients  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
The  opportunity  was  taken  to  explain  the  objects  of 
notification  and  the  manner  in  which  practitioners  can 
assist  in  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis,  at  the  same  time 
to  point  out  that  the  services  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
are  readily  available  and  inviting  co-operation.  A generous 
response  to  this  apjieal,  together  with  improved  facilities 
for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  would  do  much  to  bring  the 
Tuberculosis  Scheme  to  the  efficiency  which  is  necessary 
if  any  real  progress  is  to  be  made  in  the  prevention  of 
this  disease.

15t;  new  cases  were  examined  m con n'ection  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  during  the  year,  in'  addition  to  9 
cases  transferred  from  other  areas  or  lost  sight  of  cases 
returned.  60  of  these  cases  were  contacts,  $ of  which  weie 
found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous  and  the  remamdei  not 
tuberculous. 

Of  96  cases  notified  or  referred  as  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  62  were  definitely  tuberculous 
6 were  doubtful,  and  the  remaining  28  were  not  considered 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  classification  of  the  65  new  cases  definitely 
tuberculous  was  51  pulmonary  and  14  non-pulmonary, 
being  adult  cases  and  18  children. 


50 


230  cases  previously  on  the  Dispensary  Register 
submitted  themselves  for  re-examination,  bringing  the 
total  number  of  persons  under  supervision  to  305. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensary 
was  675,  of  which  270  were  by  insured  persons,  235  by 
school  children,  and  170  by  other  categories. 

183  visits  were  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  to 
the  homes  of  bedridden  patients. 

The  number  of  the  sessions  devoted  to  the  work  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  was  127,  the  average 
attendance  being  5.3. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  by  general  practitioners 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  with  the  object  of  arriving  at 
a definite  diagnosis  in  doubtful  cases,  was  the  same  as 
in  1929,  viz.,  20.  Tn  this  connection,  it  may  be  pointed 
out  that  amongst  other  functions  which  he  performs,  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  is  expected  to  be  in  a position  to  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity  as  regards  the  diagnosis  of 
suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  treatment  of 
definite  cases;  in  order  to  undertake  this  work  efficiently 
he  must  either  (1)  have  an  arrangement  for  X-ray 
examination  of  his  cases  or  (2)  have  at  hand  an  X-ray 
plant  and  perform  the  work  himself. 

Apart  from  the  question  of  cost  the  latter  arrangement 
is  generally  regarded  as  being  more  satisfactory,  both 
from  the  clinical  aspect  and  in  simplifying  the  procedure. 
This  matter  is  at  present  under  consideration  and  it  is 
hoped  that  satisfactory  arrangements  will  shortly  be  made. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  260  cases  on 
the  Dispensary  Register,  in  4 instances  the  diagnosis  not 
being  completed.  The  yearly  revision  has  resulted  in  24 
being  written  off  as  cured,  while  93  were  considered  not 
to  be  tuberculous,  35  have  died,  and  25  have  been  lost 
sight  of,  leaving  248  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Of  this  number  2 were  not  definitely  diagnosed  as 
tuberculous,  and  of  the  definite  cases  190  were  pulmonary 
and  56  n on-pulmonary. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  was  slightly  larger 
than  in  the  previous  year,  an'd  some  of  the  cases  were 
found  to  be  delicate  or  pre-tuberculous  children  suitable 
for  admission  to  the  Open-air  School. 


In  12  instances  Cod-Liver  Oil  and  Malt  or  Virol  was 
given ; 5 patients  were  supplied  with  thermometers  and 
one  with  a sputum  flask. 

rI  lie  lumber  of  sputa  examinations  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli  was  :38  more  than  last  year. 

With  regard,  to  sanatorium  treatment,  55  cases  in  all 
were  dealt  with  at  Blencathra.  The  average  duration  of 
residential  treatment  in  respect  of  the  40  patients  dis- 
charged during  the  year  was  183  days,  7 staying  less  than 
three  months,  10  over  three  months  and  under  six  months, 
11  over  six  and  less  than  twelve  months,  and  6 for  more 
than  one  year.  The  average  period  of  residence  in  respect 
of  the  15  patients  still  undergoing  treatment  in  the 
Sanatorium  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  285  days. 

In  the  month  of  October,  1930,  the  Pavilion  Beds  at 
Fusehill  Hospital  were  taken  over  for  the  reception  of 
advanced  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  14  persons 
have  been  admitted  to  this  institution.  One  of  these  was* 
transferred  to  Blencathra  Sanatorium,  8 were  discharged, 
and  5 were  still  undergoing-  treatment  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

It  is  essential  in  combating  the  spread  of  tuberculosis 
to  have  isolation  accommodation  for  the  advanced  case, 
which  in  the  great  majority  of  instances  means  the  most 
infectious  case.  This  matter  is  mentioned  in  another 
part  of  the  report  and  is  one  which  will  require  careful 
consideration.  Hospital  beds,  even  more  than  sanatorium 
beds,  are  of  vital  importance  in  the  successful  admini- 
stration of  tli e tuberculosis  scheme. 

Provisional  arrangements  for  X-ray  examinations 
were  made  with  Hr.  It.  Connell,  who  holds  the  position  of 
Honorary  Radiologist  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  and 
18  cases  were  referred  to  him  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  initial  and  continuation  reports  from 
general  practitioners,  on  the  conditions  of  insured 
persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  is  considerably  larger 
than  in  previous  years. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
t Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under 
Section  92,  Public  Health  Act,  1925

decrease  of  117  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  In 
addition,  1,458  attendances  were  made  by  patients  for  in- 
termediate treatment  by  irrigation.  501  doses  of'  arseno- 
benzol  compounds  were  administered  to  patients. 

5 medical  practitioners  in  tlie  area  are  entitled  to 
free  supplies  of  arsenobenzol  compounds,  and  3 doses  were 
issued  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  examination  of  pathological 
material,  in  addition  to  the  figures  in  the  f ollowing 'table 
14  specimens  for  Wassermann  re-action  were  sent  on 
behalf  of  medical  practitioners  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester.

Clinics  were  held  on  the  same  days  and  at  the  same 
hours  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz.  : — for  women  and 
children  on  Mondays  at  2-30  p.m.  and  Thursday  at 
5-30  p.m.  The  male  clinics  for  syphilis  were  held  on 
Wednesdays  at  2-30  p.m.  and  Thursdays  at  6 p.m., 
and  the  male  clinics  for  gonorrhoea  on  Wednesdays  at 
6 p.m.

From  I lie  above  table,  it  appears  that  the  incidence 
of  syphilis  is  increasing,  while  that  of  gonorrhoea  is 
decreasing.  It  is  probable  that  the  increase  in  syphilis 
has  resulted  from  a very  limited  number  of  females 
living  in  Carlisle  in  an  infectious  condition  who  are  not 
receiving  treatment.

With  regard  to  the  joint  scheme  of  the  County  Council 
and  the  City,  during  the  year  388  patients  were  dealt 
with,  an  increase  of  31  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
251  attended  for  the  first  time  and  22  were  re-admitted, 
making  273,  an  increase  of  39.  The  total  attendances  were 
4,221,  a decrease  of  409,  but  at  the  Medical  Officer’s 
clinics  there  was  an  increase  of  262  attendances,  the 
decrease  in  the  total  being  due  to  a falliug  off  in  the 
attendances  for  intermediate  treatment.  This  appears  to 
he  due  to  the  fact  that  the  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea 
residing  in  Carlisle  fell  from  79  in  1929  to  68  in  1930, 
and  these  are  the  cases  which  constitute  the  greater  pro- 
portion of  intermediate  attendances. 

Of  the  new  cases*  138  were  suffering  from  gonorrhoea 
compared  with  126  in  1929,  while  the  new  cases  of  syphilis 
were  54  compared  with  49  in  1929.  of  these  new  syphilis 
cases  30  were  recent  infections  (of  less  than  1 year’s 
duration),  and  of  the  new  gonorrhoea  cases  127  were 
recent  infections.

The  following  remarks  relating  to  the  treatment, 
centre  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  have  been  extracted 
front  a report  by  the  Medical  Officer  (Or.  Mc.Murtrie). 

“ No  information  is  yet  available  as  to  the  probable 
date  when  these  rooms  must  be  vacated,  and  no  further 
steps  have  been  taken  regarding  alternative 
accommodation. 

The  dirty  condition  of  the  rooms  has  been  remedied 
by  distempering  the  walls,  ceilings,  and  partitions. 

The  most  urgent  reform  needed  is  increased  facilities 
for  the  treatment  of  gonorrhoea  in  the  female.  At  present 
there  is  no  arrangement  for  the  daily  treatment  of  these 
cases.  The  accommodation  and  all  necessary  equipment 
are  provided,  but  the  services  of  a.  nurse  are  withheld.  In 
exceptional  cases  where  treatment  is  urgent  and  absolutely 
necessary  the  sister-in-charge  has,  in  the  past,  kindly 
consented  to  carry  out  daily  treatment,  but  this  has  only 
been  done  for  very  short  periods  and  there  is  no  routine 
treatment. 

It  is  thought  that  if  this  treatment  were  provided  a 
larger  number  of  women  and  girls  in  the  early  stage  of 
infection  would  be  induced  to  attend,  and  the  prospects 
of  cure  in  these  cases  would  be  much  better.  As  a result 
there  would  be  fewer  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  in  the  male. 

Patients  would  attend  at  an  hour  fixed  to  suit  the 
nursing  staff.  If  possible  this  should  be  in  the  evening 
after  5 o’clock. 

Beds  for  in-patient  treatment,  both  for  males  and 
females,  are  also  necessary,  particularly  for  early  cases  of 
gonorrhoea  in  the  female.  Probably  not  more  than  one 
or  two  beds  would  be  occupied.” 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

1,117  notifications  of  birth,  or  42  more  than  in  1929, 
were  received  during  the  year;  1,070  of  these  related  to 
live  births  and  47  to  still-births.  557  notifications  were 
by  medical  practitioners  and  559  by  midwives,  while  in 
1 instance  the  birth  was  notified  by  a person  living  in  the 
house.  Failure  to  notify  occurred  in  11  instances,  10  of 
these  being'  live  births  and  1 a still-biitli,  all  being 
doctors'  cases.

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

Before  the  end  of  January,  23  certified  midwives  gave 
notice  of  intention  to  practise  during  1930,  and  on  various 
occasions  during  the  year  8 other  midwives  notified  their 
intention  to  practise,  making  a total  of  31.  One  midwife 
left  the  city  to  he  married,  and  6 left  for  employment 
elsewhere,  leaving  24  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1930. 

The  midwives  engaged  in  private  practice,  and 
excluding  those  employed  in  hospitals,  attended  a total 
of  330  confinements,  i.e.,  24  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

2 notified  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred  among 
midwives’  cases ; in  1 instance  the  condition  was  due  to 
Pyelitis,  and  in  the  other  no  cause  could  be  ascertained.

Corporation  Maternity  Home. 

248  patients  were  dealt  with  in  this  institution,  being 
41  more  than  during  the  previous  year.  27  of  the  patients, 
being  5 more  than  last  year,  were  admitted  at  the  request 
of  medical  practitioners,  and  there  were  5 maternal  deaths 
in  the  home  during  the  year. 

Obstetrical  operations  were  performed  as  follows: — 
Application  of  Forceps,  16  (Delay  10,  Eclampsia  3, 
Slight  Disproportion  2,  Accidental  Haemorrhage  1.); 
Induction  of  Labour  (Slight  Disproportion)  4;  External 
Version,  11;  Internal  Podalic  Version,  1;  Craniotomy,  2 
(Contraction  1,  Hydrocephalus  1);  Repair  of  Perineum,  38. 

Owing  to  the  Carlisle  District  Nursing  Association 
ceasing  to  train  pupils,  it  was  found  impossible  to  make 
adequate  arrangements  for  district  experience,  and  the 
training  of  pupil  midwives  at  the  Home  has  unfortunately 
had  to  be  suspended  for  the  present. 

There  have  been  1,728  confinements  in  the  Home 
since  it  was  opened  in  May,  1920,  and  949  confinements 
with  6 deaths  in  the  5-year  period  ended  1930 ; that  the 
death-rate  is  slightly  above  the  average  is  due  to  the 
number  of  specially  difficult  cases  sent  in  as  emergencies, 
this  category  including  5 of  the  6 fatal  cases.  The  figures 
of  this  hospital  add  further  striking  testimony  to  the 
possibility  of  reducing  maternal  mortality  by  a complete 
scheme  of  ante-natal  treatment,  only  2 fatalities  out  of 
1,728  confinements  over  a period  of  10  years  having 
occurred  in  patients  who  received  ante-natal  treatment  at 
the  hospital.  To  careful  ante-natal  supervision  may  also 
be  attributed  the  fact  that  although  45%  of  the  admissions 
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are  first  births,  in  which  the  risk  is  well-known  to  be 
gi eater,  the  death-rate  has  not  been  proportionately 
increased. 


lhe  rather  large  proportion  of  neo-natal  deaths  is 
attributable  to  the  fact  that  cases  sent  in  from  areas  beyond 
the  City  are  all  difficult  cases,  in  most  of  which  a live  child 
could  not.  be  expected.

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  number  of  attendances  by  expectant  mothers  was 
841,  or  91  more  than  last  year.  Of  these,  238  were  first 
visits  of  new  patients.  "While  it  is  a matter  for  regret 
that  the  midwives  do  not  send  more  of  their  patients  for 
ante-natal  supervision,  there  is  on  the  other  hand  some 
satisfaction  to  be  gained  from  the  knowledge  that  the 
expectant  mothers  themselves  are  realising  more  and  more 
the  advantages  of  ante-natal  treatment,  and  are  taking- 
advantage  of  the  facilities  provided. 

Among  the  conditions  in  which  medical  attention  or 
advice  was  given  were  the  following: — bronchitis,  sore 
throat,  hyperemesis,  dyspepsia,  hydramnios,  albuminuria, 
cystitis,  varicose  veins,  neuritis,  fibroid,  pelvic 
contraction,  retroversion,  malpresentation , and 
leucorrhoea. 


Infant  Consultations. 

At  the  clinics  for  children  up  to  five  years  of  age  there 
were  1,723  attendances,  or  87  less  than  in  1929,  of  which 
325,  317  being  under  1 year,  were  attendances  by  new 
cases,  and  treattnent  or  advice  were  given  in  the  following 
-conditions: — malnutrition,  injudicious  feeding,  pre- 
maturity, anorexia,  diarrhoea,  dyspepsia,  constipation, 
hernia,  nephritis,  rickets,  bronchitis,  anaemia,  naevus, 
eczema,  seborrhoea,  perionychia,  sebaceous  cyst,  fibroma, 
burns,  pemphigus,  blepharitis,  conjunctivitis,  squint, 
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otorrlioea,  adenoids,  phimosis,  tongue-tie,  ozcena,  unhealed 
umbilicus,  dental  caries,  brachial  palsy,  sleeplessness, 
congenital  syphilis,  and  malformation. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a Diphtheria  Immuniza- 
tion Clinic  was  started  as  a protection  against  this  disease, 
and  there  has  been  a gratifying  response  to  the  invitation 
to  attend. 

Voluntary  Agency. 

Babies’  Welcome  and  School  for  Mothers. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  has  continued  to  visit  in  turn  each  week  one  of 
the  three  Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Such 
children  as  require  attention  are  kept  under  observation 
there  until  they  attain  the  age  of  5 years,  when  they  are 
transferred  to  the  School  Clinic.  In  addition  to  the  325 
new  cases  seen  at  the  Corporation  Clinics,  211  new  cases, 
142  being  under  1 year,  were  seen  at  the  Voluntary 
Centres,  making  53(1  children  seen  for  the  first  time  during 
the  year,  a decrease  of  26  as  compared  with  the  new  cases 
seen  in  1929.  Short  addresses  on  hygienic  subjects  are 
given  to  the  mothers  on  the  occasion  of  the  visits  of  the 
Medical  Officer.

Free  Provision  of  Milk  by  the  Corporation. 

During-  the  year  2,391  gallons  of  milk  were  supplied 
free  of  cost  to  182  families  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
the  feeding  of  infants,  and  in  a few  instances  to  nursing 
mothers.  Careful  investigation  into  the  circumstances 
of  the  family  is  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  respect  of 
each  application. 

Still-births. 

The  number  of  still-births  notified  was  47,  and  in 
addition  there  was  1 not  notified,  making  altogether  48, 
8 less  than  in  1929.  Of  this  number  9 were  born  of 
parents  not  resident  in  the  City.  The  total  still-birth 
rate  was  45.2  per  1,000  births  and  still-births  registered 
in  1930,  or  6 per  1,000  less  than  in  1929.  41  still-births 

were  duly  registered  in  Carlisle  preliminary  to  burial  as 
required  by  the  recent  Act,  and  43  still-born  children 
were  given  burial  in  the  Carlisle  Cemetery. 

The  number  of  still-born  children  of  parents 
not  resident  in  tbe  City  deserves  comment,  and 
is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  difficult  cases  are  being  sent 
to  tbe  Carlisle  Corporation  Maternity  Home  from 
outlying  districts.  The  still-birth  rate  for  the  Carlisle 
area  alone  was  o'6.7  per  1,000. 

In  7 instances  no  doctor  was  present  at  the  still- 
birth, and  the  details  relating  to  these  are  as  follows: — 
in  4 cases  the  child  was  markedly  premature  (accidents 
contributed  to  the  result  in  2 cases,  another  was  a monster, 
and  in  the  fourth  case  prematurity  alone  was  responsible) ; 
in  3 of  the  cases  in  this  group  the  still-birth  was  full- 
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time,  one  of  wliicli  was  a malpresentation,  in  one  the 
mother  had  had  an  accident  and  in  the  other  no  cause 
could  he  discovered. 

Of  the  41  still-births  at  which  a doctor  was  present, 
in  18  cases  the  result  was  assigned  to  prematurity,  which 
was  accompanied  by  albuminuria  in  2 cases,  by  eclampsia 
in  1 case,  by  anfe-partum  haemorrhage  in  6 cases,  and  by 
hydrocephalus  in  1 case,  and  in  8 instances  no  cause  except 
marked  prematurity  could  be  assigned.  No  information 
as  to  maturity  could  be  obtained  in  one  case  of  still- 
birth. The  remaining  22  cases  were  full-time,  in  5 of 
which  no  cause  for  the  still-birth  could  be  ascertained; 
in  4 cases  the  delivery  was  instrumental,  in  3 cases 
craniotomy  was  necessary,  4 were  cases  of  malpresentation, 
and  1 of  strangulation  by  the  cord ; maternal  conditions 
were  accountable  for  the  remainder,  2 cases  being 
attributable  to  haemorrhage,  1 to  eclampsia,  and  2 to 
albuminuria. 

5 of  the  still-births  were  illegitimate,  igiving  an 
illegitimate  still-birth  rate  of  78.1  per  1,000  illegitimate 
registered  births  and  still-births;  the  legitimate  still- 
birth rate  was  39.

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Infant  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
in  the  City  was  67,  giving  a net  infant  mortality  rate 
of  65.5  per  1,000  of  the  registered  births,  as  compared 
with  69.4  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  City, 
being  2.9  per  1,000  lower  than  the  previous  lowest,  viz., 
68.4  per  1,000  in  1927. 

The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  5 years 
ended  1930  was  71.5  per  1,000,  or  17  per  1,000  less  than 
that  for  the  5 years  ended  1925,  and  33  per  1,000  less 
than  that  for  the  5 years  ended  1920.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  1930  is  just  half  the  average  rate  for 
the  first  5-year  period  of  the  present  century  and  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  average  rate  which  obtained  10  years  ago. 
There  were  9 deaths  in  which  gastro-enteritis  only  was 
given  as  the  cause  in  the  certificate;  4 of  these  occurred 
outside  the  season  of  epidemic  diarrhoea.  This  is  equal 
to  a rate  of  8.8  per  1,000  registered  births,  which  is 
higher  than  any  rate  since  1926. 

The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  prematurity,, 
congenital  defects,  debility,  marasmus,  atelectasis, 
birth  injuries,  and  other  diseases  of  the  newly  born,  was 
40,  nearly  twice  as  many  as  last  year. 

Of  the  total  infant  deaths,  37,  or  more  than  half 
the  total  number,  occurred  bdfore  the  child  was  one 
month  old ; the  neo-natal  death-rate  thus  continues 
regrettably  high.  28  of  the  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  week  of  life,  including.  12  which  occurred  before  the 
child  had  lived  for  24  hours.  These  deaths  are  nearly 
all  attributable  to  congenital  defects  or  marked 
prematurity. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  pneu- 
monia was  much  lower  than  the  number  for  1929,  and 
provided  a death-rate  of  onlv  7.8  per  1,000,  as  compared 
with  21.2  per  1,000  in  1929.' 
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The  death-rate  from  infectious  diseases  also  was 
low,  as  there  was  no  death  from  measles  and  only  3,  or 

2.9  per  1,000,  from  whooping  cough,  as  compared  with 

11.9  per  1,000  in  1929. 

With  the  limited  accommodation  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  hospital 
nursing  for  more  than  a very  small  proportion  of  these 
cases,  but,  so  far  as  circumstances  permitted,  the  beds  were 
utilised  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  favourable  infant  mortality  rate  for  1930  may 
be  ascribed  largely  to  the  absence  of  serious  epidemic 
disease,  including  influenza. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  legitimate  children  was  59, 
or  61.3  per  1,000  legitimate  births.  The  number  of 
deaths  of  illegitimate  children  resident  in  the  City  was 
8,  6 males  and  2 females,  equal  to  a rate  of  133.3  per 
1,000  illegitimate  births.  This  is  more  than  twice  the 
legitimate  infant  mortality  rate,  and  is  unusual  in 
Carlisle. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  57  visits  to  homes  with 
special  reference  to  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age.

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  60, 
or  58.7  per  1,000  registered  births,  being  6.8  per  1,000 
less  than  the  figure  for  1929. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

During  the  year  10  deaths  occurred,  within  21  days 
of  the  confinement,  of  mothers  resident  in  Carlisle.  In 
addition  there  was  1 death  transferable  to  the  County 
area,  and  1 from  post-partum  haemorrhage  which,  as  the 
patient  was  resident  in  Scotland,  was  not  transferable. 

These  cases  were  carefully  investigated  and  the 
circumstances  reported  to  the  Maternal  Mortality  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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The  deaths  of  those  resident  in  the  City  were  found 
to  be  due  to  septicaemia  in  7 cases,  placenta  praevia  in  1 
case,  post-partum  haemorrhage  in  one  case,  and  uraemia 
and  post-partum  haemorrhage  in  the  remaining  case. 

The  average  maternal  mortality  rate  of  residents 
during  the  5-year  period  ended  1930  was  4.5  per  1,000 
births,  and  the  regrettable  feature  of  the  figures  is  the 
proportion  of  the  deaths  due  to  sepsis,  a condition  which, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  should  be  preventable. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

15  notifications  relating  to  puerperal  pyrexia  and  8 
relating  to  puerperal  fever  were  received.  One  case  was 
not  notified  owing  to  a misunderstanding  of  the  regula- 
tions, and  in  addition  to  this  fatal  case  there  were  7 other 
deaths,  2 among  the  cases  notified  as  puerperal  pyrexia 
and  5 among  those  notified  as  puerperal  fever.  1 of 
the  deaths  was  transferable  to  the  County  area;  of  the 
7 others,  in  2 the  fever  developed  after  difficult  delivery, 
in  1 after  eclampsia,  in  1 after  abortion,  1 died  from 
embolus,  while  in  2 cases  no  cause  could  be  assigned. 

The  following  details  relate  to  the  16  non-fatal 
cases : — 2 developed  pyelitis,  2 mastitis,  in'  1 the  placenta 
had  been  manually  removed,  1 had  retained  blood  clot, 
3 were  instrumental  deliveries  of  which  2 had  injuries 
of  the  birth  canal,  2 had  had  abortion,  1 had  the  perineum 
sutured,  1 had  post-partum  haemorrhage,  1 developed 
pneumonia,  and  in  2 cases  the  cause  of  the  pyrexia  was 
obscure.  2 cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred  in  the 
practices  of  midwives.  Of  the  total,  10  cases  were  treated 
in  hospitals  and  the  remainder  in  their  own  homes. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  4 homes  were  registered 
under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927.  1 

home  has  since  been  discontinued,  while  1 home  has  been 
registered  under  new  management  in  premises  previously 
registered  and  discontinued,  leaving  4 still  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  1930. 

9 visits  were  paid  to  these  homes  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

(>  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  by 
medical  practitioners.  4 of  these  were  definitely 
cases  of  purulent  ophthalmia,  whilst  the  other  2 were 
slight  cases  which  never  reached  the  purulent  stage, 
owing  to  early  application  of  appropriate  treatment. 

In  5 instances  both  eyes  were  affected,  in  the  re- 
maining- case  1 eye  only,  and  in  every  case  recovery  was 
complete,  no  permanent  damage  resulting. 

In  connection  with  these  cases  the  Health  Visitors  of 
the  Corporation  paid  25  special  visits  for  the  purposes  of 
investigation  and  supervision. 

The  nurses  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  under- 
took the  treatment  of  4 severe  cases,  in  2 of  which  .the 
treatment  was  supervised  by  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the 
case,  while  2 attended  as  Out-patients  at  the  Infirmary. 

Treatment  in  respect  of  the  two  milder  cases  was 
received  at  home  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  ■ 
practitioner  in  attendance.

The  number  of  deaths  among  children  aged.  1-5  years 
was  less  than  one-third  of  that  for  1929 ; the  decrease  is 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  small  number  of  deaths  from 
infectious  diseases,  viz.,  no  deaths  from  measles  as 
compared  with  10  in  1929,  and  only  2 and  1 from  whooping 
cough  and  diphtheria  respectively  as  compared  with  9 and 
7 from  the  same  causes  in  1929.  Pneumonia  of  all  kinds 
accounted  for  only  6 deaths  in  1930,  as  compared  with  20 
in  1929.  The  regrettable  feature  about,  the  deaths  at  these 
ages  in  1930  is  the  number  of  deaths  from  accidents,  viz., 
2 each  from  burns,  motor  accidents,  and  gas  suffocation.

Post-mortem  examination  of  a carcase  at  a Knackery 
showed  the  condition  to  he  due  to  chronic  parasitic 
infection  of  the  liv!er. 

Post-mortem  examination  of  the  carcase  of  a pig 
found  dead,  in  a truck  at  the  railway  cattle  dock  showed 
the  cause  of  death  to  be  acute  congestion  of  the  lungs. 

During  the  year  28,124  imported  cattle  from  Ireland 
and  5,909  free  cattle  were  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Sands 
Authorised  Market,  making  a total  of  34,033,  an  increase 
of  10,667  over  the  number  exposed  in  1929. 

During  the  year  parts  of  Messrs.  Harrison  &

licensed  for  the  sale  of  animals  imported  from  Ireland 
and  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  92  cattle,  3,104  sheep,  and  28 
swine  were  exposed  for  sale.

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  and  sanitary  construc- 
tional works  necessitated  853  inspections  during-  the  y01'1  • 
The  number  of  new  drains  laid  under  the  supers  ision  of  t e 
department  was  37,  and  42  others  were  repau  et  oi 
cleansed.  Smoke  or  colour  tests  were  applied  to 
drains  and  the  water  test  to  28. 
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During  the  year  7 middens  and  2 ashpits  were 
abolished,  leaving,  at  the  present  time,  41  houses,  in 
somewhat  isolated  positions,  with  pail  or  midden  accom- 
modation, o\it  of  a total  of  some  12,000  properties.  A 
reduction  of  a further  16  middens  at  Petteril  Bridge 
Terrace  is  likely  to  be  effected  during  the  coming  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  and  description  of  the  offensive  trades  in 
the  City  remain  as  last  year,  viz.,  1 tripe  boiler,  1 gilt 
scraper,  and  1 fellmonger. 

Certain  premises  licensed  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  for  the  reception  of  hides 
and  skins,  were  closed  d\iring  the  year,  but  another  firm 
was  licensed  for  a similar  trade  in  connection  with 
premises  at  Lancaster  Street. 


AIR  POLLUTION. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  legal  action  in 
respect  of  any  factory  chimney,  though  letters  directing 
attention  to  nuisances  from  smoke,  following  special 
observation,  were  addressed  to  8 firms.  As  a result  of 
informal  action  one  firm  fitted  its  boilers  with  a special 
steam  blower,  which  appears  to  have  had  the  effect  of 
abating  a recurring  nuisance.  Eighty-seven  observations 
of  chimneys  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Having  regard  to  the  size  of  the  town,  the  number 
of  factory  chimneys  is  relatively  small,  36. 


LAVATORIES,  URINALS,  &c. 

The  public  urinals,  20  in  number,  including  one 
underground  convenience,  are  controlled  by  this  depart- 
ment. 

An  additional  underground  convenience  will  shortly 
be  opened.  One  urinal  at  West  Walls  was  abolished,  and 
a new  one  at  Newtown  was  opened  during  the  year.  Most 
of  the  urinals  are  cleansed  twice  daily;  others  receive  only 
one  cleansing. 
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REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  removed  daily  from  the 
•central  portion  of  the  City,  and  in  other  districts  twice 
or  thrice  weekly  according-  to  locality.  The  refuse  is 
disposed  of  at  six  tips  upon  lands  which,  except  in  two 
cases,  belong-  to  the  Corporation.  The  “ kerbside  ” method 
of  collection  is  in  operation,  and  no  charge  is  made  for 
the  removal  of  small  quantities  of  trade  refuse.  A small 
one-eelled  Destructor  is  maintained  for  the  destruction  of 
fish  refuse,  straw,  and  part  paper,  as  well  as  various 
rubbish  and  offals.  This  Destructor  dealt  with  some  2,500 
loads  in  1930,  in  addition  to  that  received  in  handcarts 
or  barrows,  and  quite  60%  of  this  material  was  delivered 
by  private  traders.  There  is  a separate  weekly  collection 
of  paper  from  shops,  which  averages  1,000  bags  per  week, 
bags  being  supplied  free  by  the  Corporation.  About  31 
tons  of  this  paper  were  baled  and  sold. 

A staff  of  40,  including  foreman,  destructor  and  tip 
atteifdants,  &c.,  is  employed  in  this  work,  together  with 
9 horses  and  4 S.D.  Freighters,  kept  at  the  stables, 
Bousteads  Grassing.  There  are  also  5 other  horses  and 
Karrier  Sweepers  at  the  stables  engaged  in  street 
scavenging  work,  this  part  of  the  work  being  under  the 
control  of  the  City  Surveyor. 

Notwithstanding  the  outward  development  of  new 
Housing  Estates,  the  cost  of  this  work  has  not  materially 
increased,  ’owing  partly  to  conveniently  situated  tips  and 
partly  to  the  employment  of  mechanical  transport  for  the 
longer  hauls.  There  is  a small  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
waste  paper,  in  addition  to  the  value,  somewhat  difficult 
to  assess,  of  the  land  reclaimed  by  tipping. 

The  tips  have  always  been  kept  within  certain  limits, 
and  the  tops  covered  with  soil,  but  there  is  much  room 
for  improvement.  To  this  end  a Deputation  of  the  Com- 
mittee visited  Bradford,  in  November,  to  inspect  the 
system  of  “ controlled  ” tipping  in  operation  there.  A 
report  upon  this  inspection  appeared  in  the  Council  s 
minutes  in  December,  as  a result  of  which  it  was  decided 
to  introduce  the  system,  modified  to  some  extent  owing  to 
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the  employment  of  mechanical  vehicles  necessitating 
special  roadways  and  approaches.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  destruction  of  rats,  the 
Corporation  pays  2d.  per  head  for  those  delivered  at  their 
Destructor,  and  during  the  year  2,331  were  destroyed. 

Much  activity  lias  been  shown  at  the  Refuse  Tips, 
and  approximately  600  baits  were  laid  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  with  satisfactory  results.  The  baits  used 
were  red  squill,  blue  phosphorus,  and  barium  carbonate. 
Efforts  by  other  persons  included  the  use  of  ferrets,  dogs, 
&c. 

During  National  Rat  Week  the  activities  of  the 
Department  included  the  exhibition  of  large  posters  on 
hoardings,  railway  goods  yards,  &c.,  and  advice  leaflets 
bearing  prescriptions  for  poisons  were  distributed.  A 
number  of  informative  lantern  slides,  setting  out  facts  in 
connection  with  the  rat  menace  were,  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Management,  shown  at  4 Picture  Houses. 

62  visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  consequence  of 
complaints  of  rats  on  private  premises.  In  some  instances 
the  drains  were  tested,  and  in  others  advice  given 
respecting  the  extermination  of  the  pest. 

HYGIENE  OF  PLACES  OF  PUBLIC 
ENTERTAINMENT. 

Inspections  of  Theatres,  Picture  Houses,  and  Public 
Halls  are  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  of 
Health,  in  a circular  dated  25th  August,  1920.  61  visits 
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were  made  during’  the  year.  Those  included  visits  to  two 
Theatres  and  five  Picture  Houses.  Ventilation  is  generally 
well  maintained,  though  at  one  Picture  House  improve- 
ments in  the  ventilation  were  affected  by  the  insertion  of 
windows  with  hoppers.  In  another  case  an  inter- 
vening ventilated  space  to  the  ladies’  lavatory  was 
provided  at  our  request. 

An  attempt  is  made  to  secure  comfortable  heating 
arrangements,  together  with  movement  of  fresh  air 
adequate  for  evaporation,  a combination  rather  difficult  to 
achieve.  The  sanitary  conveniences  are,  generally, 
adequate,  separately  approached,  and  well  situated.  A 
high  standard  of  general  cleanliness  was  maintained 
during  the  year.  On  the  few  occasions  when  attendants 
were  remiss',  a verbal  warning  had  the  necessary  effect. 


VAN  DWELLINGS. 

The  Rands,  a parking  place  for  vans,  owned  by  the 
Corporation,  was  visited  regularly,  and  209  vans  were 
inspected.  The  usual  enquiries  directed  towards  the 
discovery  of  infectious  disease  were  made  during  Pair 
times,  when  the  vans  are  more  numerous.  Sanitary 
accommodation  and  water  is  provided  by  the  Corporation 
but  a close  vigilance  is  necessary  in  order  to  preven 
fouling  of  the  conveniences  and  adjacent  shrubberies 
Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  the  place  was  kept 
in  a reasonably  satisfactory  condition. 


LODGING  HOUSES. 

Lowther  House,  a well  appointed  Lodging  House 
wned  and  controlled  by  the  Corporation  was  well 
conducted  during  the  year.  Only  men  lodgers 
eceived.  A new  Manager  was  appointed  m October. 

There  is  no  registered  common  Lodging  House  in 
he  City.

Factory 

Workshop  Act,  1901,  various  welfare  orders  made  under 
the  Police,  Factories,  &e.,  Act,  1916,  are  administered. 

Following1  a total  of  597  visits,  39  notices  were 
served  directing  attention  to  nuisances  in  factories  and 
workshops.  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  directed  attention 
to  matters  remediable  under  the  Public.  Health  Acts  in 
2 cases.  These  received  attention  and  the  Factory 
Inspector  was  subsequently  acquainted  with  the  action 
taken. 


SHOPS  ACT. 

Day  and  evening  inspections  numbering  616  were 
undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act.  As  a result  9 letters  were  addressed  to 
shop-keepers  respecting  irregularities  in  regard  to  closing 
hours  or  holidays  for  shop  assistants.  Numerous  inter- 
views were  also  given  to  tradesmen  and  others. 


ICE-CREAM  SHOPS. 

Idle  number  of  premises  whereon  ice-cream  is 
manufactured  is  12,  but  the  commodity  is  retailed  by 
numerous  shop-keepers.  The  general  character  of  manu- 
facturing conditions  and  storage  is  satisfactory.  3 samples 
of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 
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FRIED  FISH  AND  POTATO  SHOPS. 

The  Register  shows  that  there  are  -SB  of  these  premises, 
to  which  82  visits  were  paid.  1M0  complaint  respecting 
the  conduct  of  this  trade  was  received. 


DAIRIES. 

The  number  of  dairies  registered  at  31st  December 
was  98.  Of  these,  88  are  retailers  and  15  producers, 
occupying  28  byres.  One  new  milk  producer  was 
registered  after  his  byre  had  been  brought  up  to  standard 
by  increased  light  and  ventilation,  removal  of  loft,  &c.  An 
existing  dairy  was  improved  by  reason  of  additional 
ventilation  and  disconnection  of  drains,  and  at  anotkei 
the  provision  of  new  waterclosets  and  connection  of 
drain^o-e  to  the  sewer  was  obtained. 

290  inspections  of  dairies  and  cow-sheds  were  made 
during  the  year. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  are 
strictly  enforced,  and  every  butcher’s  shop  in  the  City  is 
fitted  with  a window.  Premises  whereon  meat  prepara- 
tions are  made  receive  attention,  and,  as.  far  as  the 
premises  allow,  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  If  lh 
difficult  regularly  to  supervise  all  the  places  used  or 
making  up  meat  foods,  owing  to  their  being  somev  a 
scattered,  and  if  the  scheme  previously  put  forward  (for 
the  centralisation  at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  of  some 
of  these  places)  could  materialise,  it  would  be  advantage*)  s 
not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of  inspection  but  also  t 
several  meat  traders  who  have  expressed  a wish  foi 
such  convenience. 
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It  was  found  necessary  to  address  letters  in  10  cases 
directing1  attention  to  breaches  of  the  Meat  Regulations 
in  respect  of  uneleanliness  of  premises  or  utensils,  &c. 

In  connection  with  the  inspection  of  grocers’  shops 
several  improvements  were  secured  such  as  the  proper 
placing  of  AV.C’s.,  provision  of  intervening  spaces,  &c., 
and  in  one  case  the  premises  were  re-drained. 

ADULTERATION,  &c. 

1T0  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  particulars  of 
whicli  will  be  found  on  pages  104  and  105.  All  samples  of 
a perishable  nature  were  examined  by  the  Public;  Analyst 
for  the  presence  of  preservatives.  In  one  case  a sample 
of  sausage  was  found  to  contain  sulphur  dioxide,  a 
permissible  preservative  within  Statutory  limits,  but  no 
declaration  or  notice  was  given  upon  sale.  The  vendor 
was  cautioned  by  letter. 

In  the  case  of  milk,  10  samples  were  reported  to  be 
adulterated.  These  were  followed  up  by  “ appeal  to  the 
cow'  ” or  further  samples.  4 letters  of  caution  were 
addressed  to  producers,  but  in  only  one  case  was  it 
necessary  to  take  out  a summons,  this  being  subsequently 
withdrawn  upon  a certain  undertaking  being  given  to  the 
Town  Clerk. 

A slight  excess  of  water  occurred  in  2 samples  of 
butter.  Further  sampling  showed,  in  one  case,  the  butter 
to  be  genuine,  and  in  the  other  case  the  vendor  received 
a written  warning  from  the  Town  Clerk. 

Two  samples  of  bread  and  “ butter  ” taken  as  a result 
of'  an  adverse  report  of  the  Analyst  upon  two  test  samples, 
were,  in  fact,  found  to  be  bread  and  margarine.  Legal 
proceedings  were  taken  in  these  cases  and  the  vendors 
each  fined  one  guinea  and  costs. 
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DUTIES  UNDER  MISCELLANEOUS  ACTS. 

Rag  Flock  Act. 

Six  samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken  from  premises  of 
upholsterers,  &c.,  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 
The  reports  indicate  that  all  the  samples  conformed  to  the 
required  standard,  which  allows  a maximum  of  30  parts 
of  chlorine  per  100,000  parts  of  flock. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act. 

No  samples  were  purchased  under  this  Act,  but 
numerous  inspections  were  made  of  premises  in  order  to 
secure  the  observance  of  Orders  in  Council  requiring  the 
marking  of  foreign  apples,  honey,  &c. 

A circular  letter  was  addressed  to  all  shop-keepers 
directing  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

* 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act. 

No  requests  were  made  by  farmers  or  others  for 
samples  to  be  taken,  as  Official  Sampler,  under  the  above 
Act,  but  5 samples  taken  in  the  capacity  of  Inspector  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

These  samples  consisted  of  Feeding  Meals  2, 
Phosphates  2, 'and  Basic  Slag  I.  One  sample  of  Feeding 
Meal  was  found  to  contain  a slight  excess  of  fibre.
